This beautiful expres¬ 
sion of hope was said by Helen Keller, a 
woman who has been totally blind and deaf 
since the age of two. If a woman with 
such a great handicap can find so much 
to live for, and accomplish so much in 
her life time, who are we to complain 
about what we have ? Nevertheless, we 
do, and in finding so much unrest in life 
we suffer from ulcers and nervous ten¬ 
sions, becoming so entangled in our nine 
to five lives that we narrow our minds 
and our ability to understand others. One 
looks and finds corruption in our society 
today. We allow men to belittle our souls 
by making them hate us. It is so easy to 
criticize, so easy to find fault with our 
lives, our friends and our society. In¬ 
stead of trying to "keep up-with the 
Joneses" why don't we stop to think of 
the millions who don't even have food, 
clothing, or shelter, of the blind, the 
lame, the deaf, the starving. In Ameri¬ 
ca, we' re free, we' re /lot starving, we
